“It was with comparative ease and dashing | 


rapidity that General Grenfell’s troops this 
morning stormed the enemy’s trenches and 
redoubts. Our force marched out from Souakim 
about six o’clock and took up positions behind 


the Shaata and Gemeiza forts and the connecting | 


curtain between them. These works are also 
occasionally known as the Right and Left Water 
Forts, and are close by the wells.

MR. STANLEY AND EMIN 
PASHA. 


AFTER a silence which lasted for over a year, 
news of Mr. Stanley has arrived simultaneously 
from both sides ‘of Africa. From November, 
1887, when Stanley cut himself adrift from his 
base on the Congo, and started with the hope 
of reaching Emm Pasha in January at the 
latest, no word from him has reached us. A 
report, indeed, arrived at Zanzibar that some 
of his party had been met with struggling 
through the swamps, that desertions had been 
frequent, and that numbers had succumbed to 
fever and fatigue. But beyond these rumours 
no word was heard, and hope had almost died 
out, when, a few days since, came the startling 
news that Stanley was a prisoner in the hands of 
the-Khalifah. 

From Zanzibar now comes the news, sent

it marks it, let me say, in both directions. We have been 
accused, by men who should have weighed their words, of 
heading strongly for war, of an intention to entangle the 
country in a new Soudan Expedition. We never have, 
and have not now, given the slightest ground for supposing 
we intended or designed any enterprise of the kind. We 
have no wish to be entangled anew in the Soudan deserts 
(Cheers). We know that the cost in money, and what is of 
much more importance than money, in English blood, 
would be enormous, and that the results obtained would be 
lamentably small. But on that account we are not pre- 
pared to abandon Souakim to the Soudanese tribes (Hear, 
Hear). For that policy there seem to be several and suffi- 
cient reasons. The firstisthat, it isof the highest interest to 
this country to fulfil its policy. Our predecessors—I mean 
Mr. Gladstone's Government of 1882—in many of whose pro- 
ceedings we do not at all concur, nevertheless made this 
distinct promise to the Government of the Khedive, that 
they would support them in maintaining the Red Sea ports. 
As long as the Government of the Khedive desires that we 
should maintain these ports, I hold that we are bound by 
the promises that were made to him ; and to engrave on the 
consciousness of the world this fact, that England keeps 
her promises, is of greater price to us than any other vic- 
tory we could achieve” (Cheers). } 


LORD SALISBURY ON THE SOUAKIM VICTORY. 
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Stanley had written to the Arab Chief from 
Bonalya, the messenger arriving on Aug. 28. 
Mr. Stanley had carried out the object of his 
expedition, and had reached Emin Pasha.

AB of George Conquest at 
the Surrey, but it is not the less in the fitness of 
things that the successful actor-manager of the 
Grecian, the author of over a hundred soul-stirring 
dramas, and the inventor of *Nix's Head,’ ‘ Giant 
Bigboues,; the ‘Vampire Bat, ‘Grim Goblin,’ 
and fifty other startling pantomimic novelties, should 


have at last pitched his tent in the neighbourhood 
where everything which meets the eye serves to per- 
petuate the memory of the large-hearted comedian 
praised in turn by Nash, Dekker, and Heywood, and 
extolled by his contemporary Ben Jonson as one who 
* outstripped both skilful Roscius and grave Æsop.’ 


** George Conquest has not yet taken his departure 
for the Dlackfriars-road, and in a few minutes he 
comes in from the garden, where he has been taking 
an active part in building a fowl-house. ‘The in- 
genious contriver of stage giants, flying birds, ani- 
mated vegetables, demon trees, and movable boots, 
disdains the protection of an overcoat; he wears a 
straw hat, regardless of the cold that makes ordinary 
mortals shiver, and there is nothing in his lithe figure 
to lead you to suspect that before he turned his back, 
nine years Since, on the City-road, he bad, while 
pursuing his professional vocations, fractured his 
nose three times, broken no fewer than eleven bones, 
and suffered some five-and-forty dislocations of the 
knee-joint. 


“ George Conquest is an ardent lover of art. Each 
shattered leg has always afforded an excuse for a new 
picture, and before he shows you the secrets of his 
*private box' he takes you into the dining-room, 
where you see Oliver Benjamin Conquest as Worm- 
wood and Charles Dillon as Belphegor, while Henry 
Pettitt in terra-cotta gazes in admiration at Mr. 
Hawes Craven's panorama models, and your host 
forgets all about his own varied experiences while 
waxing eloquent on the merits of Mr. Walter Foster's 
landscapes and the somewhat florid fruit - pieces 
which are the handiwork of Mr. Major, postman, 
painter, and dramatist. George Conquest is the 
father of a large family, and you pass by a large 
schoolroom in which one of his daughters is drawing, 
and another practising for the Guildhall School of 
Music, on your way to the little room overlooking 
the back garden, where he keeps his countless

collection of illustrated works ranging from Bunyan’s 
* Pilgrim's Progress? down to La Fontaine's ‘ Fables,’ 
and a tiny cupboard containing the defective ropes 
and broken hooks which he preserves as mementoes 
of the terrible falls of which they have been the 
cause. 


“The ‘private box’ at Hillsborough is nothing 
more than a managerial workshop. Close to the 
window there is a working model to scale of the 
Surrey stage, with * sunk cuts,’ ‘ bridges,’ * grooves,’ 
and ‘ scene-docks’; a well-worn easel rests against 
the wall; a capacious tool-box surmounts the safe; 
the sofa is unquestionably the worse for wear; a 
Chippendale sideboard in reduced circumstances sup- 
ports the more modern book-case; and its drawers, 
once sacred to port and sherry, are now wholly given 
up to French dramas, string, screws, paint-pots, and 
the latest improvements jn gutta-percha noses. 


* The son of the runaway Worcester apprentice, 
who preferred play-acting to making carriages for 
the Duchess of Kent, has judiciously distributed his 
savings between the best breweries and most thriving 
steam-ship companies, and is now the owner of some 
sixty freehold houses in Highbury, Canonbury, Is- 
lington, and Holloway. Indomitable perseverance 
and thoroughness have been George Conquest’s rules 
through life, and the designs on tle model near the 
window afford abundant proof that he is bestowing 
the same care on the production of * The Forty 
‘Thieves’ as he devoted more than twenty years ago 
to the construction of the walking giant's head, 
which was the result of several months’ experiments 
on springs, crinoliue-wire, and cane chnir-bottoms, 
after deriving the original inspiration from the 
position in which his little son warmed himself 
while crouching by the fireside. 


** While talking to you in his * private box ? over 
the history of pantomimes past and present, George 
Conquest laughs heartily at the recollection of his 
practice of parrot-screaming in the Zoological 
Gardens, and his Sunday expeditions to Brighton to 
investigate from nature the manners and customs of 
the octopus and spider-crab. It was only that 
terrible fall at Wallack's on the first night of his 
American tour which prevented him from personating 
a worm twenty-five feet long, for which he had gone 
through a serious course of anatomical study. 


* George Conquest was born in the year of the 
Queen's accession, at the Garrick Theatre in Leman- 
street, Whitechapel, where his father, the lessee, was 
playing the comic sailor in such popular dramas as 
* Red Rover,’ * True Blue,’ and * Green Riders,’ with 
Messrs. N. T. Hicks and C. J. Bird as the heroes, 
and Mr. Jongmans as the villain. In tbe palmy days 
of the harlequinade his mother took the part of 
Columbine simultaneously at Astley’s and Covent- 
Garden, and long afterwards taught dancing to Miss 
Kate Vaughan and Miss Lingard. 


** George Conquest was barely nine when a shower 
of oyster-shells at his bed-room window roused him 
just in time to escape from the burning Garrick ; and 
& few weeks later his father migrated to the Hamp- 
shire Hog, where he remained till 1851, wheu he 
resolved to try his fortunes at the Magle, which 
Thomas Rouse had erected on the site of the once- 
popular Shepherd and Shepherdess Gardens, and 
where Robson won his spurs as Jem Bags long 
before he set all London singing the sorrows of 
< Villikins and his Dinah.’ Mrs. Conquest’s ballets 
were soon the talk of the town, and the future 
author, actor, and acrobat was sent to the Collége 
Communalat Boulogne, where he sat on the same 
form as Coquelin Cadet, was the best customer at 
the tart-shop kept by his schoolfellow's father, 
thrashed the biggest boys amongst his class-mates, 
and carried off all the prizes for gymnastics. After 
returning to England he married one of his mother's 
most promising pupils; and on Boxing Night, 1857, 
made his first appearance as Pastrano Nonsuch in 
the pantomime of * Peter Wilkins." ” 


The Queen, who returns to Windsor at the end of 
February, will proceed to tbe Continent early in 
April for a month; but her Majesty has not yet 
decided where she will go to, the choice resting 
between Florence, Aix-les-Bains, and the Riviera.

Mr. Balfour and the Russian 
Ambassador sat on either side.of H.R.H. opposite 
their host; Lord Curzon, Lord Rothschild (who now 
sits at the financial feet of Colonel North), Mr. 
George Lewis, Mr. Louis Jennings, Mr. Reuben 
Sassoon, Mr. Edward Dicey, amd Mr. H. Tyrwhitt 
Wilson were amongst the guests, while pure Glad- 
stonianism was represented by Mr. Edward Hamilton.

Lord Sydney has taken an active share in the 
management of her Majesty's money matters ever 
since the death of the Prince Corsort, and has always 
audited her private accounts. Many of the reductions 
and reforms which will now be carried out were re- 
commended privately by Prince Albert thirty or 
forty years ago, but the mulish obstinacy with which 
he was then resisted by the representatives of the 
official interest involved led him to abandon his 
projects. 


The Greek residents at Manchester are about to 
present a magnilicent silver casket to the Duke of 
Sparta, 


The vacant suite of apartments in Hampton Court 
Palace has been given by the Queen to Lady Mac- 
Gregor, the widow of Sir Charles MacGregor. ‘This 
Isa very proper arrangement; for the widow of a 
gallant and distinguished officer, who served the 
country well, is exactly the person who ought to find 
quarters at Hampton Court. 


Prince Alexander of Hesse, who died at Darmstadt, 
after a long illness, was the favourite brother of the 
late Empress of Russia. ‘They were the two youngest 
children of Louis IL, Grand Duke of Hesse, the 
grandfather of the present Grand Duke, but it was 
well known in Germany that in reality he was not 
their father, as he had been practically separated 
from the Grand Duchess (a Princess of Baden) for 
several years before the birth of Prince Alexander, 
who was brought up with his sister in a very poor 
sort of way, and they were both considerably 
neglected, being regarded as additions to the family 
that could very well have been dispensed with. 


Everything changed with them, however, when 
the Prince was eighteen, and his sister, the Princess 
Marie, was a year younger, as she then married the 
late Emperor of Russia, and her brother accom- 

anied her to St. Petersburg. He entered the 

ussian army, and was to have married into the 
Imperial family ; but a few years later he fell in love 
ewith Mdlle. Julia Haucke, who was a protégée of the 
Emperor Nicholas, as her father, Maurice Haucke, 
Minister of War in Poland, had been killed when 
fighting with the Grand Duke Constantine at 
Warsaw in 1830. 


A reconciliation has been patched up between the 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess of Austria. 


The Yorkshire Hussar Ball will take place in the 
Assembly-rooms, York, on Wednesday, leb. 13; and 
the Chippenham Ball is fixed for Tuesday, Jan. 8. 


I hear that the ball to be given by the Commander- 
in-Chief and the officers of the Mediterranean 
Squadron at Malta, on Jan. 21, is to be a very grand 
and elaborate function. The opera-house has been 
secured for the occasion, as being the only building 
in Malta large enough. It is expected that the 
Channel Squadron and also a German Squadron will 
be in harbour at that time. 


Cricketers will be interested to learn that Frank 
Hearne, the well-known Kent professional, has 
arrived safely at the Cape, and has made a successful 
first appearance on African soil in a match between 
the Western Province and Claremont clubs. Although 
he had scarcely got his land legs after his voyage, 
and had never before played on matting, Hearne 
managed to put together a hard-hit seventy-seven, 
and took three wickets for twenty runs. 


The Bishop of Rochester, who starts next week 
for Australia, intends to return to England before 
see and he will then nominate a suffragan for his 

iocese. 


The prices for South Wales coal are now so high 
that several large contracts have recently been re- 
moved from Cardiff to Newcastle-on- l'yne, including 
two for Egyptian and Indian stations, amounting to 
210,000 tons.

BANK OF ENGLAND. 


IN giving a Sketch of the 
substantial new premises 
of the Bank of England 
in Fleet - street — between 
Chancery -lane and the 
Royal Courts of Justice— 
we can only wish that in 
the New Year ail our 
readers who happen not to 
be as rich as they would 
desire to be may soon bein 
a position to keep an 
account in the famous 
institution, which has 
made “Safe as the Bank 
of England" a national 
proverb. On Dec. 17, the 
authorities of the Bank 
of England opened one of 
the most costly and sub- 
stantial public buildings 
which have recently been 
erected in the metropolis. 
We allude to this branch 
bank in Fleet-street, built 
for carrying on the busi- 
ness connected with the 
Chancery proceedings at 


the Royal Courts of Justice. The 
building, which is in the 
ITALIAN STYLE OF CLASSIC ARCHITECTURE, 


has been erected partly on the site 
where recently stood the historical old 
Cock Taven. It has a frontage to 
Fleet-street of 80ft. in length, with a 
return frontage in Bell-yard 50 ft. long, 
thus covering a ground area of 4000 
square feet. It contains three lofty 
storeys, besides a deep basement floor, 
and is surmounted at the south-east 
and south-west angles by prominent 
towers, rising to a height of 70ft. The 
basement forms one of the strongest 
and most massive portions of the 
structure. In sinking and preparing 
for the foundations the London clay 
was reached at a depth of from 18 ft. to 
20 ft. below the street level. The base- 
ment walls are formed of ponderous 
blocks of Aberdeen and Cornish granite, 
and are between 3 ft. and 4ft. in thick- 
ness, rising to a height of several 
feet above the ground line, and upon 
these the superstructure has been 
erected. The two elevations are faced 
with Portland stone, and decorated by 
the introduction of Shap and Peter- 
head polished granite columns. 


THE PRINCIPAL ENTRANCE 
to the bank is under an archway and 
porch at the west end, about 9ft. in 
width, the entrance being fitted with 
ornamental iron gates, in the centre of 
which is the inscription ‘‘ Bank of 
England." The banking-house, with 
the adjoining offices, occupies the 
whole of the ground floor, being 70 ft. 
in length and 40ft. in width. The 
floor of the public part is laid in 
mosaics, supplied by Mr. Burke, of 
Oxford-street. The upper floors will 
be occupied as the manager’s residence. 


THE STRONG ROOMS 


are in the basement, and are entirely 
enclosed within walls built of Stafford- 
shire blue brick, consisting of several 
courses, each course being intersected 
and bound by strong hoop-iron. 
Messrs. Hobbs, Hart, and Co. have 
supplied the safes and iron doors and 
grills. The building will be lighted by 
electricity as well as gas, the electric 
lighting apparatus, supplied by Messrs. 
Drake and Goreham, engineers, being 
also in the basement. ‘The building 
has been erected from the 


DESIGNS OF MR A. W. BLOMFIELD, 
architect ; Messrs. Dove Brothers being 
the contractors. The erection of the 
building has involved the outlay of 
little short of 

£100,000, 


the cost of the site having been about 
£35,000, while the foundations and 
basement portion absorbed £17,000, 
and the superstructure nearly £45,000.
